yourself have agreed to recoumend the aypointnent of lire Frank A, 
Leach as Superintendent of? the San Francisco Mint to fill the vacam 
ey. It is highly important that this place be filled at once as 
the mint is closed and umier the law thore is no one clearly desig- 
nated to act as Superinterdent. There is a provision authorizing 
the Chief Clerk to act in the "temporary absence" of the Superinten- 
dent but in the event of death thore must be either, a temporary or 
@ permanent appointment. It is undesiirable to make a temporary ap- 
pointment as some question may arise over the bond and there might 
be difficulty in locating the responsibility if amything should go 
wrong.
